<DIV>&nbsp; Finally getting the shack set up in my new QTH, and have a question on 
coax cable. I'll have a short run (approx 50-60') from my Alpha-Delta DX-CC 
antenna to the shack. The run will be about 25' from the antenna, acrooss the roof 
(exposed to the sun/rain/heat weather in Sumter, SC - about middle South 
Carolina), and through a gable vent into the attic. Once in the attic, cable will 
run about 20' through the attic to the bonus room over the garage (shack

The loss is about 1/2 dB difference (at 30 MHz for 100' of cable) 
and&nbsp;is about .95 for LMR-600 vs 1.35 for LMR-400. The cost is a good bit 
better for LMR-600, and LMR-600 has different connectors (believe&nbsp; that 
LMR-400 uses standard RG-8 type connectors). </DIV>

<DIV>&nbsp; Just wondering if anyone has used this type cable, and how it worked 
in a similar installation, as well as price per performance comparisons. Will also 
use the cable for my 2m (general 2m repeater work with a little SSB, but not a LOT 
of weak signal work) antenna and scanner antenna, so wanted to go with one type 
and buy bulk. The cable is a little more expensive than Radio Shack, but will be 


here a while and want to fix it right the first time, even if more expensive, but 
don't want to waste money on overkill. The specs for both at the 2m freqs are not

<DIV>&nbsp; There will be an HF run, a 2m FM run, 2m SSB run, and a scanner run to 
the respective antennas (all feedpoints will be pretty close on the chimney due to 
necessity). I do mostly QRP on HF now, but will be operating up to 350-400W on my 
old Drake TR-4. No 1500W rock crushers, though! VHF will be 50W max (unless I find

The AA alkaline battery pack was shorted out in my FT-817 with a cloud 
of smoke, fumes, and substantial heat. The sharp metal case lip around 
the door of the battery enclosure punctured through the thin plastic 
shield and at least two alkaline cells. 


The FT-817 but was not in use at the time, but was being carried ina 
pack on a 6 mile hike into a mountain wilderness area. It was quite a 
surprise out there in the boonies with a smoking backpack, batteries 
dead, and radio in need of repair. Fortunately, upon closer 
examination, it was just a big mess and not a catastrophic electronic 
failure. I repaired it at basecamp by cleaning it up, reforming the 
contact springs, and adding my backup batteries. 


After returning to the home QTH, I removed the steel case half and 
used a Dremel grinding wheel with a hand file to completely grind off 
the lip edge of the FT-817's steel case opening that caused the 
damage. 


This battery enclosure problem was originally detected in December of 
2000. Yaesu added a "fix" (plastic shield) to more recent serial 
numbers. The thin black plastic shield was added as part of the 
battery holder and was supposed to cure the problem. 


Beware. The problem does still exist for those of us who take the 
FT-817 out packing on hikes, bikes, pack animal, or other such 
activities which subject the radio to substantial vibration, pressure, 
or repetitive movement.
